M’PHERSON ASSERTS RECORD 
DISPROVES MURPHY’S CHARGE 


Judge Smith McPherson of 

Io., whose decisions in the 
railroad. freight and passen- 
ger rates cases were criticized in a 
resolution introduced in. Congress by 
Representative Murphy of Missouri, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter at the Hotel 
Jefferson Tuesday that all of his orders 
in these cases are regular and of court 
record and that he is perfectly willing 
to be investigated if any other member 
of, Congress than the author of the reso- 
lution will vote for rr. 

Judge McPherson came to St. Louis to 
speak at the dinner of the Traffic Club 
at the Jefferson Tuésday night. He will 
go to Kansas Ciay later to hear argu- 
ments Wednesday in the application of 
the railroads for a permanent injunc- 
tion against Gov. Hadley and Circuit 
Attorney Jones to prevent them from 
interfering with the railroa@ rate situa- 
tion in the State courts. 

In an gutherized statement Judge Mc- 
Pherson answered a'i the charges in the 
Murphy resotutions, which ask an in- 
vestigation by Congress. Judge Mc- 
Pherson said that he did not care to be 
held up to the public in an unfavorable 
light on account of his decisions. He 
also explained his decisions. and the 
question of State or Federal jurisdic- 
tion, which is one of the mooted points 
in the rate cases. 


Resembles St. Louis Attorney. 
Judge McPherson is 61 ycars old, and 
on the streets of St. Louis he is fre- 
quently mistaken fer Attorney Fred 
Lehmann, president of the American 
Ber’ Association. Judge McPherson is 
considerably older than Mr. Lehmann, 
and looks it, but in his general build 
and the contour of his face he bears 
a striking resemblance to the St. Louis 
attorney. 

When he .s not on the bench Judge 
McPherson is democratic. The judicial 
dignity which some of the ~ Federal 
judges carry with them from the bench 
to their private lives is then not ap- 
parent. 

In his conversation Judge McPherson 
is inclined to be snappy—he bites his 
words off. short. He has a massive 
head of hair which retains its original 
dark-brown color. He wears a rather 
closely Cropped mustache. He has large 
brown eyes. He is not tall, but the un- 
usual dimension of his girth makes him 
appear shorter than he really is. 


A Native of Indiana. 
Judge McPherson was born in Mor- 
gan County, Indiana, and remained 
there until he grew to manhood. He 
was educated in the Indiana ¢ommon 
schools: and at the Quaker. Academy of 
Indiana. He obtained his legal educa- 

tion in Iowa State University. 
He began the practice of law in Red 
Oak in 1871, and in 1874 he was elected 
Ditsrict Attorney of the Third District, 
composed of eight counties. He was 
public prosecutor for this’ district more 
than SIX years, and was then elected 
Attorney-General of Iowa for four years.

The Court granted Mrs. Ross a decree 
after she had stated that her husband 
went to Mexico four years ago, stayed 
three years, and sent her only $15 during 
his’ absence. Mrs., Ross also said that, 
when they lived in Toledo, she once went 
to a saloon to take Ross home and found 
him drinking with an actress. 

Prise Beauty Soon Freed,

FINE FUTURE FOR 
OT. LOUIS MUSIC 


Symphony Leader Declares 
the Audiences Have Under- 
standing and Appreciation. 








CALLS COLISEUM BOON 





New York Musician Believes It 
Will Do Much to De- 
velop City. 





Walter Damrosch, leader of the New 
York, Symphony Orchestra, playing at 
the Music Festival at the Coliseum, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday that 
he had found his St. Louis- audiences 
keen in their musical appreciation and 
enthusiastic in their applause. He said 
the acoustic properties of the Coliseum 
were marvelous and that the building 
should result in a new era here of the 
development of musical taste. 

“You in St. Louis,” he said, “‘are not 
fundamentally different from the people 
in New York, Boston, Philadelphia or 
Milwaukee. Human nature is the-same 
the country over. So the only reason 
that one city is called a musical center 
and another is called not musical is 
simply that in one city they have had 
the opportunity to develop taste and 
quickening impulses to art and in the 
other city they have not. 

“You have made the first important 
step in creating a symphony orchestra 
here that is subsidized. With this and 
with resident musicians you are bound 
to advance. One can.appreciate classical 
music as easily as vulgar music. It’s 
all a matter of abit, education and op- 
portunity. 

“T have found that the audiences at 
the Music Festival have been very ap- 
preciative. Their applause has _ been 
spontane-us and enthusiastic. 
been very much pleased. 

Marvels at Acoustics, 

“Before I came to St. Louis I was 
warned that, owing to the size of the 
I had better not have any sym- 
phonies on the program, but play short 
numbers. On the contrary tonight I 
will play Dvorak’s great American 
symphony from the ‘New World..’ 

“The acoustic properties of the Coli- 
seum are marvelous. We have nothing 
like it in New York. The Madison 
Square Garden does not approach it. 

“With your Coliseum you will be able 
to bring very expensive attractions here 
and at the same time charge not more 
than $1.50 for the best seat. This will 
result in developing musical apprecia- 
tion very quickly and necessarily con- 
fine the development to one class. 

“You have the Odeon, an excellent 
hall for small concerts. You have not 
yet an opera house, but I suppose that 
will come soon,”’

CONFIDENT OF HIMSELF 





Iron Molder Says Boys Un- 
der 20 Should Not Under- 
take Severe Strain. 





Joseph Erxleben, the 20-year-old iron 
molder whe won the M. A. C, Marathon 
last Saturday, has given up his job in 
a foundry in Carondelet with the in- 
tention of becoming a professional Mar- 
athon runner. He is entered for a 
number of races here and in’ places 
near here this summer. 
ing in these he will go to New York 
in September to make long-distance 
running his means of livelihood. 

“I have to work for my living,” he 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter Tues- 
day, “and I believe I can make more 
out of Marathon running than anything 
else. If there had not been such a 
wind Saturday, I believe confidently 
that I could have finished in 10 minutes 
better time. That would have given 
me a record better than Dorando, Hayes 
or St. ¥ves has made. I believe I can 
beat them all. 

Erxleben has been running for a year. 
He came seventh last summer in the 
¥. M. C. A.’s 10-mile run. That aroused 
his ambition, and since then he has 


thought of little else. He has trained | 


consistently and steadily ever since. He 
does not smoke, chew-or drink, and is 
in perfect physical condition all the 
time. 

Marathon Distance Is Strain, 

In talking of training for a Marathon 
Erxieben said: “A Marathon runner 
must be very careful. I do not believe 
that anyone should enter a Marathon 
unless he has had five or six months 
of careful training. Otherwise he is apt 
to seriously affect his heart or other 
vital organs. It is a severe strain, and 
when you are not in perfect cendition 
the strain overworks the entire system 
and serious results are apt to follow. 
.“I do not believe those whe want. to 
become Marathon runners should start 
in the game. before they are 20. Before 
that time they have net ebtained their 
growth and the tendency of the hard 
training ig to overdevelop some parts of 
the body.and leave others not true to 
the’ balance, It is the same as with 
these children acrobats on the stage. 
They are able to do extraordinary things 
by. starting in early, but they are short 
lived and frequently become muscle 
beund early in life. | 

Race Lost Near Finigh, 

‘It’s an interference with nature to do 

anything very strenuous when you are 

young. My 16-year-old brother wanted 
te run in last Saturday’s Marathon with 
me, but I would not let him, He is too 
young and I'was afraid it might hurt 
him. : 

“I was in perfect condition last Satur- 
day, as T had practically trained for a 
whole year. But even when you are 
in good condition you can never tell 
what is going to happen to you. Up in 
Chicago lately in the indoor Marathon 
I was caught by the cramps at 28 miles. 

“I was two laps ahead of.the field at 
that peint, but the cramps were so se 
vere that they doubled me up and 
dragged me to the ground. I got up and 
tried walking, hoping the cramps would 
leave me. They became worse and I 
Started running again. I walked and 
ran alternately as best I could the last 
three miles, but the others came up on 
me and the best I could do was third.”’

The measure is expected to increase 
the State revenue $650,000 a year.

“Tf either is born in a woman you can 
fix no set periods for development or 
cessation. I was reading the other day 
that woman is the only thing in crea- 
tion that man has been unable to civ- 
ilize. Perhaps Dr. Sargent thinks that 
way. 

“Mr. Eledgett sometimes says he 
thinks woman is nature’s fundamental 
blunder. I really have no definite opin- 
lon of a man who expresses such an 
opinion as Dr. Sargent. seems to have 
expressed.”’ 

Mrs, Dwight Tredway of 5142 Washing- 
ton boulevard, who is prominent in the 
Wednesday Club, laughed merrily when 
Dr. Sargent’s statement was presented 
to her. 

“It is too absurd for argument,” said 
Mrs. Tredway. “I certainly. believe 
beauty and brains are entirely compati- 
ble, and that a woman may péssess both 
at 18 and after 2. Don’t you think. so 
yourself? The world is full of contra- 
dictions of Dr. Sargent. I don’t think ne 
believes what he says. No doubt he 
made his statement just to arouse con- 
troversy. It is really amusing. 

“IT agree in the main with Dr. Sar- 
gent’s second proposition,” said Mrs. 
Philip Bond Fouke of 306 North New- 
Stead avenue, oné of the younger ria- 
trons. ‘‘When he says that no woman 
has brains or mentality until she ceacha- 
es 2 he méans, I think, that balance 
and judgment which reduire years and 
experience to develop. I think a woman 
doesn’t acquire any great amount of 
what we call poise until she is aboyt % 
years old.

‘IT take exactly the opposite view,’’ 
said Miss Grace M. Gilman, acting direc- 
tor of the Boston Woman's Gymnasium. 
“Beauty, in my opinion, demands some- 
thing more than mere regularity of 
features; it means intelligence and poise 
and experience such as cannot develop 
in young girls. As to personality and 
brains meaning the loss of beauty, it’s 
.just ridiculous.” 

Miss Mary E. Allen of the Allen gym- 
nasium, said: “If I were to try to place 
the period of greatest beauty in women 
I would say it comes between and 4.

the commodity clause of the Hepburn rate bill by 
the United States Supreme Court. Upholding the 
constitutionality of the clause, the Court so nar- 
rows its scope that it aill not prevent railroads 
from owning or operating the mines or factories 
on their lines and transporting the product. 

The Government’s contention that the railroads 
are prohibited from transporting commodities 
which they have manufactured, mined or pro- 
duced is denied. So is the construction which 
would prevent a carrier from transporting the 
goods of a producing corporation in which it 
owns an interest, Railroads may own stock or 
bonds to any amount in corporations producing 
commodities which they carry.. 

The Court limits the prohibition under the 
clause to the ownership or legal interest in the 
actual commodities handled by the railroad. The 


mined or produced by it or by a corporation it 
owns, but it must in good faith part with its 
title to the commodities before transporting them. 
In short, railroads are estopped only from trans- 
porting commodities which they actually own at 
the time of transportation. 

Since the clause as construed relates to the 
ownership of commodities when actually trans- 
ported, the Court declines to take up the question 
of the bearing of the fifth amendment to the 
Constitution on the power of Congress to force 
railroads to dispose of properties. We can only 
infer from the succinct statement that the nar- 
rowly construed commodity clause is a regula- 
tion of commerce and is therefore constitutional, 
what the decision on the other point would be. 

It is clear that the law as interpreted does 
not eliminate the abuse at which Congress aimed 
its enactment. The railroads have not been 
taken out of mining or manufacturing on their 
own lines. They can still combine transportation 
and production, either by selling their commodi- 
ties in the warehouses or by operating through 
convenient corporations.. Another method will 
have to be devised to break up the railroad coal 
combine. , 
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_The difficulty is that the Senate wants two 
flouncés on the submission resolution while the 
House has declared for graduated tucks.

He eats what he 
wants and that is the very Worst of all, for sci- 
ence has told us, with all the emphasis of repe- 
tition, that there are more food drunkards than 
whisky drunkards, and on an egg a day and a 
handful of raw wheat a man may live indefinitely.

terests of two great holding corporations than 
the sale of the property from one corporation to 
a competing company.. The solidarity of the in- 
terests of the holding companies is clearly shown 
by the fact that the representatives of both are 
on the directorate of each corporation.

LONDON, May 4—Trying to lionize 
sphynxes is a “tough proposition,” as 
the members of the British Aero Club 
and the London newspaper men have 
discovered in the case of the Wright 
brothers. 

Wilbur Wright has steadily refused to 
talk about himself, his achlevements, 
nis hopes or his experiences. Whenever 
.n interviewer has become pressing, his 
race has relaxed into a baffling smile 
that left nothing more to be said. 

Even socially the brothers’ hosts have 
found them equally reticent. Wilbur 
spoke only in monosyllables. Occasion- 
ally, to relieve the tension, Orville con- 
descended to communicate a few airy 
nothings. 

With a very impressive air Orville told 
one interviewer that England must 
“hustle” €f she ‘*vanted to be abreast 
of the aviatiun movement. On being 
esked if it would not be wiser for the 
British Government to buy aeroplanes 
which nave already flown than to con- 
tinue its own unsuccessful experiments, 
Orville Wright oracularly replied: 

Conference Kept Secret. 

“Naturally we should like to have 
them all to come te us.” ; 

The two brothers went to the war of- 
fice for a conference with Mr. Haldane, 
the Secretary of War, and Major-Gen- 
eral Sir Charles F. Hadden, master-gen- 
eral of ordnance. But they remained 
only half an hour, and neither Orville 
nor Wilbur Wrizint would say afterward 
whether or not any arrangement was 
made for experiments with their aero- 
planes in England. 

Intense chagrin was felt here on its 
becoming known that when the Wrights 
return to Europe after fulfilling a con- 
tract with the American Government 
their first engagement is to show the 
German Government what their- flying 
machines can do, 


New York Plans Reception. 

NEW YORK, May 4.—The reception of 
the Wright brothers in this country will 
not suffer by comparison with their 
treatment abroad, if the plans of the 
Aero Club of America, as announced 
last night; are fulfilled. 

When Wilbur and Orville Wright, with 
their sister, Miss Katherine, arrive at 
New York, probably May 14, they will 
be met down the bay by representatives 
of the Aero Club and the Aviation Com- 
mittee of the ee Club of Amer- 
ica, who will take fhem off the steamer 
at Quarantine and bring them up to the 
city.
